For this reason the attendance 
at tho House on the day mentioned 
was somewhat depleted. But their 
holiday, after aU, will be of but brief 
duration. They must be at their doska 
again on Tuesday, because tho an- 
nouncement has been n>!ide by tho 
government that It Is the Intention to 
proceed with the business without 
delay; therefore It Is Imperative that 
all members should bo on linnd early 
in the week.

Next Week's Programme 

Premier McBrlde stated yoaterday 
that, owing .to tho do-siro to clear up 
the order paper as far as possible, it 
had been found outside tho tiuestlon 
to bring down all tho government 
measures by last Wednesday, the time 
which had been stipulated. However, 
he expressed the hope that all pro-

Provincial Fisheries 

Of tlio measures whicli have yet to 
be debated by tho legislators Of British 
Columbia,,' probably the moat Import- 
ant Is that relating to tho ilsheries of 
the provlnco. It was forecasted in 
tho speech. from;, the i- throne that, some 
policy, some nlh6'f'ol«pf(JvlncIal action 
altogether diaklnet -frdtn tho regula- 
tions now, in ' force; -was proposed, 
liater on' tho Premier in tho course of 
an address raado it understood 'that the 
government had decided to take a 
definite and determined stand in 
reference to tho administration of the 
fisheries of British Columbia. Naturally 
tho result has been the arousing of 
considerable public Interest, and now 
the eager anticipation with which tho 
predicted legislation is awaited Is not 
confined to tho members of the Houso. 
It Is general, and on that account It 
win bo gratifying. to all to know that 
the contemplated measure has been* 
drafted, and that it has only to go 
through tho formality of being consid- 
ered by the executive council before 
being handed down for .the considera- 
tion of the representatives ol tho pub- 
lic In parliament assembled.''. . 

Irrigation of Dry' belt 

There are other matters, also of vital 
Importance, which havo yet to bo 
passed through the House. Among 
them Is tho legislation defining a 
project for tho irrigation of the dry 
belt, and also, an outline) of tho stand 
which the government ' has adopted 
and the pollcir ' to -V bo '' continued In 
reference to the Indian reserve ques- 
tion. Tho former Is a pror)osltinn 
wliich lias won universal commenda- 
tion because ot tho commission whicli. 
It Is understood, will be appointed to 
invostl.gatc the matter and report is 
able to suggest .some plan by which 
tlin immense area referred to can be 
reclaimed It will mean tlio opcnln.g up 
for agricultural use ot a larK(! tr.-ict of 
desirable land, fn fact tlinso w\w nro 
directly interested state tliat uniloubt- 
edly it will increase to a ni.'itciial ex- 
tent tho natural wealth and augment 
the resources, of the province in the 
direction ;, IridlSated to such a degree 
that its attractiveness to outsiders 
anxious to become setUers In the great 
and comparatively unknown West will 
be remarkably enhanced, 

Indian Renervca 

But til latter iiiatti-r— lliat of the 
Indian reserves of British Columbia — 
having occupied considerable pf, the at- 
tention of the speakers upbri|rtheihi:st- 
Ings In tho recent provliiolal: general 
oleotloni continues to; be a public Issue 
of fpriedbinlnatlrisiiilinportance. Only a 
shbrtVtlme ago : tbe government handed 
down returns embracing all documents, 
correspondence, etc., which has passed 
between the Provincial and Dominion

Tl^o . controversy which 
ensued is now^-perhaps move or less a 
matter of history, but since tlio state 
ot affairs to which it has led 'is likely' 
to form the subject of ah interesting 
debate In tho provincial legislature, 
and later to form a direct Issue as be- 
tween tho Province and tho Dominion, 
It may not be out of place to reiterate 
a few of tho salient points on this 
occasion. 

Status of Question 

A little less than, a niontli ago the 
Colonist published a herles of articles 
dialing witli .the status of the Indian 
reserve question, whicli entered fully 
Into tho details of the .situation. Tlie 
introductory parn-'raiih of tho llriit o 
these was as follows: . . ■ ;, 

"The provincial government .'has ;'ae 
elded to niako tho attempted salo of 
13,000 acres of tho T.slmpscnn penin- 
sula reserve by that tribe of Indians, 
through tho Dominion authorities, to 
the Grand Trunk Paciac Railway the 
occasion of an effort to settle once and 
for all the ijuestlon of provincial rights 
iu tho revcr.-.ion in such lands' when 
proven to bo not required for tho use 
and bonellt of the Indians." 
The position having been thus briofiy 
oxpiainod, tlio ciise of the province was 
gone Into thorougliiy. The Terms of 
Union, settled by order in council at 
W.lndsqir,,..on ;May 16, 1871,. were cited,' 
andglt(i.-vyisTi'ai3serted ' thiit the British 
North'' America Act by such terms, wds 
mado applicable as defining; the " rela- 
tlve powers of the Provincb and the 
.Dominion. While it was true that tho 
Dominion authorities becarna vested 
with the general control of tho Indians 
and the lands to bo reserved for tliem 
the tenure of those lands and the 
trusts imposed as a condition prece 
dent to their transfer was settled by 
agreement between the govornmonts 
concerned. 

The original agroonicnt was then 
quoted. In order ' that tho caso of 
British Columbia may bo clearly com- 
prehended. It is only necessary to pub- 
lish verbatim tho fifth section, which 
reads .as foUows; . "That each reserve 
HhSU iba>,held In trust for the use ond 
beiieflt oE tho nation 'tb~whlch it has 
been allotted, and Iri ftheievent of any 
material Increase .ot'C' deCreaso here- 
after of the numbordJof a. nation occu- 
pying a reserve, such reserve .sliall be 
enlarged or Mlmlnlshed, as the case 
may be, so that it fshall boar a fair 
proportion to tho mombers of the na- 
tion occupying it. The extra land re- 
quired for any roseiwd shall be allotted 
from crown lands, arid any land taken 
off a reserve shall revert to the prov 
Inco." 

Nolev;orthy Points 

Tho points in this ficction which aro 
woi-thy of note are, lirst, that the re- 
serve lands shall be I in proportion to 
the number of lhoi;= '^occupying them, 
and, ;jecoiHl, that any area "taken ofC 
thoso tracts shari revert to the prov 
inco. It is sot forth further that ton 
acres shall be considered a fair al 
lotment for each family of live. When 
It is remembered tliat the original 
T.aimpseun peninsula Indian roservo 
Included 70,400 acres, Including the 
13,000 which tho Grand Trunk Pacific 
Kallway company is dealrous of ob 
tainlng control of "for terminal faclll-

Clrave disorders aro reported 
to have broken out on the domains of 
King Charles at Polana, anil troops 
havo been sent there. 

It is rumored tliat large nuniliers of 
peasant rioters have been killed in 
conflicts near Hi'aiia and Hapulescha, 
and It appears that a largo number 
of rioters on trying to. enter tho town 
of Galatz wero repulsed by soldiers 
near the village of Lesavono with a 
loss of twenty men killed. Then tho 
peasants returned towards Bralla. 

Figlitlng is reported to be going on 
at Vlasta, near Startonske, but these 
reports i)robably refer to occurrences 
of Monday ;ind Tuesday, as owing to 
tho coiisor.'-hli) all despatches have 
boon mailed to tho frontier. 

Information reached here last night, 
which indicates peace is slowly being 
restored, ii.nrtlcularly in tiio north. It 
is fciired, however, that one result of 
tlio disturbances will bo tho neglect of 
tho tillage and a consequent famine of

One to Bore for Petroleum and

Edmonton, March 28. — Two large 
mining companies were announced In 
Edmonton today as being ready to 
commence operations on an undertak- 
ing which will be of very large Im- 
portance to this city. They are the 
American-Canadian Oil Company, 
■which proposes to operate in tho Mor- 
inviUe district, and tho Clark Dredg- 
ing Company, of Chicago, wliicli pro- 
posesw to work gold dredges on tho 
Saskatchewan between hero and 
Strathcona. 

The American-Canadian Oil Com- 
pany is backed by Seattle capitalists, 
and they havo a lease on a largo 
tract of territory In tho Brorinvllle 
dlstrict, which Dr. Dawson, Mr. Sel- 
wyn and Joseph Tyrell pronounced as 
an oil field nearly ten years ago., The 
manager of tho company, H. L. V.'U- 
liams, init down a tost hole in 1905, 
to a depth of 'lUO feet, proving the 
presence of gas in largo quantities. 
Ho now has eleven carloads of drilling 
achinory on tho rail from Pittsburg, 
with which he proposes to sink to a 
depth ot three thousand feet if necps- 
sary. Williams is a pioneer in the 
.Siimmerland oil Holds in California, 
and is supposed to ho a conipetiMit 
driller and a very successful operator. 

Tho Clark Dredging Company's work 
is in tho liands of Horranco J. Clark, 
of Chicago^ prcf'.'dont of the company. 
Ho is--babkod: by largo 'caplta'l and the 
dredgb vvlil'cost $00,000. Ths latter is 
now on tlio way from Chicago. Jlr. 
Claris admits that there have been 
many unsuccessful attempts to work 
tho river gravel, but I'.e says that ho 
underatando tho proposition and that 
ho has undertaken It only. after having 
mado thorough tests of tho river bed. 
ITo has secured a lease of 15 miles of 
river bottom from Uv; P'oderal Gov- 
ernment,

purcliasing horses in Iceland, using 
tho Latin language to do so, and of a 
varietj^o|J|c^tbef!,v subjects, but pre- 
ferred ^not to' discuss policy, whether:

British Isles. Mr. Bryco Is an. enthu- 
siastic mountain climber, and admits 
that there was much In It which aided 
one to take up and discharge tho im- 
portant duties which evolved upon an 
ambassador. "What I am interested 
In," said Iilr. Bryce, "is to hear and 
talic of the great resources of Canada, 
and how you are getting along witia 
your transportation problems. Lot ua 
talk of anytliing but politics." .. 

"So this is not your first visit to' 
Canada'.'" 

"Certainly not. I have been in Can- 
ada a number of times, and these. vis- 
its were not all cnnllnod to the Kock- 
les and the Alpine Club of which 
am a member.' 

"You wore In the Houso yesterday 
when the discussion was going on in 
reference to tho approaching Colonial, 
conference." ; .' 

"I was, and I was exceedingly 
pleased to sec the courteous way in 
which tho debate was conducted on 
both sides. For instance eacli speak- 
er referred to ills political opponents 
as 'my friend.'

Tho trouble all arose out of ignor- 
ance of the rules , of order on tho p.lrt 
of somo of . tho trustees, on account 
of which the., resolution was voted 
down with tho understanding' tliat it 
was after\yards 'to-be amended clau.so 
by clause. When tho resolution had 
been ■ voted ■ down and Chairman Jay 
refused to allow It to come up again 
for amendment, Trustee lluggett, so 
to speaic, brolcc loose, wiiile Tru.stoo 
Lewis who was lying in wait with a 
largo siieaf of amendments also ex- 
proHsed sonic dissatisfaction. 

Trustee Ilnggctt gave it to bo un- 
derstood tluU lie was decidedly hurt 
It the cold blooded and summary 
tilaughter of l;is resolution, and in liis 
ve:cation iio was fre(! with eharges of 
consijiracy and collusion on the part of 
tlio remaining members of tho board. 
He .swore tluit iio would bring the 
matter to tlie attention of the people, 
and that do wliat. they might, the 
board should never down him. 
First Resolution 
Trusteo Huggett's re.=:o;utlon in full 
reads as follows: 

"That wiiercas tiio propo.scd setting 
aside of public lands by the q)rovin- 
cial govenimont as endowment for a 
futui-o provincial university, brings 
to the attentlon. of, the .public the de- 
sirability of ;s()'aireiptlngr, higher educa- 
tional iirojdcts- lif tho?rnoantlmo that 
tliere .shouia 'bo .as. Uttlo. friction as 
possible In Its establishment, and , 
"Whereas, It appears desirable that 
tlie scope of tlic univer.iity worlc In 
Victoria college sliould bo extended at 
once, be it tliereforo' 

"Resolved, TluU IJiis! bnnrd reeom- 
niond to llie governihent the following 
outline of policy in the developmoitt 
of educational v/orit in Ihltish Cn- 
Uuiibia: 

"1. That tiio eotnposition of tlio Rov- 
al Institution for the AdvnncemenL- of 
Ijearning in .British Colmnbia, should 
bo so modillcd as to nia!<o it niore 
representative, not only ot government, 
bht.,o?.^al|,jpsUt,u.tJpi)a-j-c 
ernmBn.t;;irranl3.\ and, c. ciniiiir, ii n I vorSl 



just as long as she iilces. ' I cannot 
believe that in talcing over ' Vancou- 
ver college and in seeliing ynt fur- 
tlier enlargement of her sphere, Mc- 
Giil is entirely influenced by motives 
of benevolence, and I beiiovo that she 
will hold on to her positions jijHt as 
long as there is profit In them." 

Trustee Lewis stated' that while he 
was Inf favor of the . general Idea of 
tho -resoluttoh. ho ■ thought that It 
needed a good deal, of amendment be- 
fore It would ba satisfactory. lie 
wanted to have the resolution taken up 
clause by clause, but this Chairman 
Jay told him was not possible. The 
resolution, he stated, was open to 
amendment, but- could not bo talcen up 
lilco a report. Trustee Lewis- was ap- 
parently satisfied, but as after events 
showed was not aware of the full 
force of tho I'ullng. • 

One' Solitary Hand ' 

Chairman Jay put the resolution. 
For some seconds he~pauscd awaiting 
some amendment from Trustee - Lewis, 
but none came. Then lie called for 
tho ayes, and Trustee Huggelt raised 
a solitary , hand. For the nays Trus- 
tees Bishop, Lewis, McKeown and 
Riddell voted" In solid phalanx, and 
Clialrnian Jay declared tho resolution 
lost. 

Trustee Lewis not ciiiito av.-aro of 
what had happened boldly grasped his 
sheaf of amonainents and advanced to 
tho attack, only to be met by the in- 
formation that, tlie resolution was lost 
and could not be amended.

Toronto. has never shown any interest 
Invieduoatlonal. affairs here; slio lias 
iroyer^ohdoavored to gain a footing in 
this prbvincc. • McGill, on the other 
hand, has shown tjio liveliest interest 
in the. educational, development of

Against McGill 

Tru.stee Huggett declared that 
sliould Victoria High sciiooi liccumo 
allUiated with AIcGlll It was useless 
tp hope to escaps;, the predominance 
of that university. , ."The courses of 
study will be shaped for McGill," said 
lie, "and naturally when t,he - students 
have taken one or two yeai*a of the 
course of McOIll, they will, if tliey 
Wlsli to continue tiieir university 
career, .-o lo iMcCllI,. and to iin other 
linlverslt.v. Tliit; will give MeOlIl the 
monopoly of university students 
coming from this city." 

Trustee Ilng.gett's protests, liowever, 
proved unavailing. Only Trustee 
Lewis stood by liim wlien tlie reso- 
lution came to tho vote, and with 
Trustees McKeown, Riddell- and 
BIsIiop In favor, It was declared car- 
ried. . 

After it was all over, Trustee Ilug- 
gett shovved thai, despilo tho fact that

Scandalous Rumors 

Scandalous rumors whieii iiavo of 
late been In circulation relative to tlie 
behavior of tlio pypUs of the High 
school -came in' for coniildorablo atten- 
tion from tho trustees In the course 
'of tho evening. Both Superintendent 
JCaton and .Clialrman Jay ; announced, 
tiiat they had Investigated- tho rumors 
most minutely but bad found no one 
witli sulliclent moral cou.rago lo own 
up to Iniving set them going. To sliow 
the siMitlnient of tlie bo.ard on tlui 
matter, the following resolution was 
unanlniousl.\' passed:

of tlie grant." 

"If the city should gain $30,000 or 
more in tliia way it would bo a very 
good thing," wrote tho senator.

A clear and explicit 
claim In any event for wliat is usual- 
ly,' .^terinedvroverslonary interest is also 
se^'^jrorth;'^. together' with a duciaratlon 
that''.ndlthdr' the'- -Indians nor the Bo- 
ralnlon'-'hay^janyfproprletary rights in 
ariy'.flands cpVerffljJby .such rescn-cs. 
An- adjustment of'- the areas- at pres- 
ent reserved for tiio Indians is also 
asked for. This request is buttressed 
by a large number of statistics prov- 
ing conclusively tiiat whereas the In- 
dian population of tiio province lum 
decreased tiio area under reserve has 
increased enormously.

Illness, or Mo might 
liave been able to accomplish something 
in tho way of settlement. It will be 
a most unfortunate thing for a great 
part of this province and the two pro- 
vinces to tho east i'f tho coal mining 
Industry is tied up in the Way now 
threatened. Tho effects may bo esti- 
mated from those of the strikes at 
l,ethbrldgo and Fernte last year, which 
suspended mining, in only a part of 
the coal region. With all the collieries 
Idio there Would be a general paralysis 
of business, for tho mines and smelt- 
ers In eastern British Columbia would 
be unable to continue at work, and tlic 
many; industries in connectipn with 
them would In turn, feel,- the effects. 
Worse than all, a yo|^^ar^o|number of 
people in this provlncd'^and - on tho 
prairies would be thrcatonod witli a 
fuel ■ famine much worse than tliat of 
last winter. In fact, the possible out- 
come of a complete stoppage of coal 
mining Is too serious 'to' bo calmly con- 
templated. It simply cannot bo al- 
lowed If there Is any power in the 
hands of any or all the governments, 
Dominion and provincial, . to avert it. 
The very existence of a considerable 
number of people would be Im- 
periled. , 

It has been said thaU the act late- 
ly passed by the . Do/nlnlon parlia- 
ment will have a bearfng on this dis- 
pute, should the two parties be un- 
able to compose their difCorenccs. Tlio 
production of fuer Is evidently ono of 
the soml-public utilities to which tlie 
' a.ct is made applicable, for such pro- 
eduction is an abst-tute iinoc.sslty to a 
very largo section of tlie public. It la 
to be inferred,"' therefore, that before 
either a strike or a lockout oceur.s in 
tho coal district the machinery pro- 
vided by tho act will bo .set in motion. 
Its operation avUI bo understood from 
a resume of tho act whicii is repro- 
duced, In another column from the Ot- 
tawa Free Press. The act does not 
provide for a linal settlement of such 
a dispute as this, but it does restrain 
both parties from stopping an Industry 
until the cases of both arc laid before 
an official tribunal ami through It be- 
fore tho public at large. , Thereafter 
the only' pressure on'tho two dispiit- 
anta must, conRe from enlightened pub-' 
lie opinion, arid how effective this can 
be it is not possible at present to 
Judge. 

obnoxiouFfumes. 

Complaints are numerous ■ during 
these days of high wind anent the ob- 
noxious fumes emitted hy the chemical 
works at the outer wliarf. Vov tliat 
matter, countless protests have boon 
made during all the. time' the works 
have bdon in operation, but they are 
given additional emphasis when breez- 
es from the southwest distribute tho 
sulphurous taint over an unu.sually 
large part of the city's' atmosphere. 
The neighbors of the plant have been 
remarkably patient and long-suffering, 
else they would have taken some ef- 
fective st^ps to abate the nuisance be- 
fore this time. Wo believe there was 
an • understanding reached some years 
ago. that the company would at once 
provide a, higher .stncic .;ind take other 
measures to do nwaj' with the trouble, 
but tho promised remedies have no^■or 
materialized. It is timo for tlio city 
authorities to inquire into tho reasons 
for this neglect and insist unnn 1h.; 
promises being fulfilled, No one will 
seek to unduly hamper this or any 
other industry, but when It Is po-sslble 
to carry on an industry such as that 
of tho cliomlcal works without Inflcting 
hardships on tho public, tho public has 
a eood right to demand tjiat tho proper 
cours(i bo foll6wed.

It was decided at a meeting of tlie 
executive commUtoo of tho British 
Columbia Agricultural Association, 
held at .the city hall yeaterday, that 
Aaslstant. ...City Engineer Devereyx 
shouiafprddeed with, the proposed Im- 
proveriienta to tho race track at tho 
Driving Park and to have tho work 
rushed through with the greatest pos- 
sible despatch. An assurance was also 
given to the basoball players of the 
city that a plot of ground would be 
ready for them to usn by May 1. Other 
important matters were also dealt 
with. 

The first matter taken up was the 
race track, which caused considerable 
discussion, Mr. Dovoveux explaining 
for the benefit of those present exactly 
what should be done to i3ut it in flrst- 
class condition. Tho, oatimato fur- 
nished showed tho total expenditure to 
be close on $4000, but after a careful 
■perusal of the plans submitted It was 
decided to .Instruct Mr."' Devereux to 
keep the exp'cnditUTtf within $2000. 
Expending this amount on the track it 
can be kept in good condition, and tho 
work can be so arranged that It can 
bo added to as funds arc made avail- 
able. Work iias already 'bcGn com- 
menced, and for tho bust ten days 
about twcnty-flvo men have been busj' 
laying drains, while actual work on the 
track wa.s started on Monday. Con- 
siderable progress has already been 
made, and \yhen completed tho course 
will comparo favorably with' any on the 
Coast. A decided linprovemont, has 
been made In the shape of tho track, 
and In the future there will be no 
grumtollng from tho horsemen '.n pc- 
count of the turns not being ricrht. 
The home stretch Is being widened, 
and when finished will be 65 fcetwde 
in front of the grandstand. The 
upper turn will bo raised considerably, 
as well as widened, and will tend to 
make tho course much faster. On the 
back stretch considerable work will be 
done, and although not as wide as the 
homo stretch, it will be plenty wide 
enough fuf Ihc racers. Tho lower turn 
is also receiving attention, and when 
completed It will not have the danger- 
ous .curve , -which has characterized; It 
in the past. The abolition .of|thl3,t,-v(rin 
make It much easier for the drivers, 
who In the past have • been much 
handicapped by a bad corner, making 
It very dangerous for them while 
racing. Tho track Is also being 
thoroughly drained, and when the sys- 
tem Is completed it will be possible 
for tho owners to exorcise their horses 
at any time of tho year. Everything 
will be made ship-shape and It Is ex- 
pected that It will bo only a few weeks 
till horses are being worked on the 
new track. . 

Begardlng the ball grounds, it was 
Ipolnted out: that the playing .space 
mus^ ■ bo in readiness not later than 
May 1 In order that the. players may 
have in opportunity to use It for prac- 
tice before tho tegular season opens. 
The - grounds '.wUl.;- bo .' located Imme- 
dlatejiy behlnH the '^pres'Snf [^grtnastaiid, 
and wlion flnlshed win tmake; aa-flHe a 
ball ground as there is 'on, the Palclflc 
Coast. Although not definitely , de- 
cided, It is very probable that, the 
present grandstand will fco moved 
around and used for the ball park, 
while a much larger and more im- 
proved structure will be buUt for the 
races. Work on tho ball grounds will 
be started at once; in fact the sur- 
veyor was busy yesterday afternoon 
getting his linos, and before many 
days pass the gr9una.s.,wUl -be thor- 
oughly drained. v'r.v . 

Tho building ofinaw.J.stablea and 
outbuildings .was alstt discussed, and 
the building Inspectoc: win be asked 
to furnish" an (estimate for the new 
structures. New fences will also he 
provided, and work on tlii.'? important 
part of tho equipment will be started 
without delay. The exact location for 
the new stables h.as not been decided, 
but it is very likely that they will bo 
placed on tha eastern boundary of tho 
grounds. Immediately opposite the 
grandstand. On all large racetracks 
tho stables are placed opposite the 
grandstand, and tlio commlttoe will 
endeavor to follow the lesson set by 
others, whioh has proved highly satis- 
factory. It It is decided to place the 
new Rtructuros In this place, an en- 
trance to the track will be made 
towards the lower and, and the noraea 
■will parade around . to tho saddling 
paddock, which will be situated near 
the north end of the grandstand. 

Now that a start ha.'* been mafla on 
the grounds, the committee intends to 
have the wark carried to an early com- 
nletlon, In order, not only that it may 
ha used during tho summer, but also 
that there will bo no rush when tho

He said also that the park -ad- 
joins tho grounds of tho Koynl Dub- 
lin Society, where the famous Irish 
Horse Show Is annu<illy held In the 
month of August.

Doukhobor Females Use Clubs 
and Pitchforks to Save 

Their Property 



Sholio, Sask., March 27. — Details 
have reached here of Bailiff Walter 
K. Scott's unsuccessful attempt to 
seize the chattels of tho Doukhobors 
for taxes a few days ago near York- 
ton. - ' 

Armed with the warrants of 'seizure, 
Mr. Scott and assistants went to tho 
village of Kariluko. This village is 
located on the lino of tho Canadian 
Northern railway three miles west of 
Buchanan. Their visit was unexpected 
by tho Doukhobors, ana,;l)efpre being 
inoleatod, they effected tlie seizure of 
forty head of mixed cattle, fifty-two 
sheep, and one mare and colt. , The 
mare and colt broke away, and ran to 
tho village, where thoy were taken In 
charge by the Doukhobors. 

Mr. Scott had made arrangements 
to havo the sheep and cattle taken 
care of at Buchanan, and drove them 
there, but were astonished on their 
arrival to find tlio Doukhobors await- 
ing them. The Doukhobors im- 
mediately commenced an attack on 
tho olficials with clubs, and tlie small 
party of four was soon overpowered. 
Mr. Scott, endeavored to persuade ono 
Jim SImerodlan and Peter Verlgen, 
who la known as the Idng ,of •. the vil- 
lage, to sign an ' agreement,; to the 
effect that they would- alib'with'em to 
retain all the stock , seized. ' ' Each 
member of the Doukhobor party stated 
that Verlgen would not allow them to 
take a pen or pencil of any description 
In their hands to make a mark of any 
kind. They wanted to knov/ v/hat the 
olTlcors wanted with their stock, and 
Mr. Scott produced his warrants a 
socond time. They then directed Mr. 
.Scott to go to Verlgen, which, of 
course, was useless. 

Later in the evening Jim SImerodlan 
and others made a promise to Mr. 
.Scott that everything would bo all 
ri.t^ht.

Now that the completion of work on 
the Fmpress hotel Is becoming only a 
matlLT of a couplo of montha, ■ atten- 
tion Is being turned to the laying out 
of tho grounds. No ilellnlte steps have 
yet boon taken in this direction but 
tho question is receiving tho conslder- 
ution of the hotel olHclals both here. 
In Vancouver and iMontre;il, and It is 
i).\pecled that active work will be 
started within a very short time. 

Despite tliu fact tliat the IClng Ed- 
ward luis linlshed Its portion of the 
work of lllllug in, much' remains to 
bo done In this direction before _ the 
grounds can be linally , laid out. ^ It is 
calculated that before : , tho - landscape 
gardeners can got to work. It will bo 
necea.'sary to deposit on the grounds 
between 30,000 and 40,000 cubic yards 
of gravel and other lUUng, and this 
with gravel at lis present high price 
nieans considerable o.\pehse. 

The whole of tho work In this,du-cc- 
tlon win not be done by the C. 1. R- 
Although the dredge removed the 
greater part of the responsibility ot 
the city as regards the lilling In of the 
grounds, a good dual . of worlc lor 
whleli Victoria vail have to pay yet 
remahib to Ije doiin. In the agreement 
between the C. 1'. K.. and the city, 
made when the questlnn of tho build- 
ing of the liolel on the .Tames Bay 
llat:< was liist nioulcd. It was stipu- 
lated that the city .should- •1111 In tho 
(lals to the levc^ of tho surrounding 
streets. Although tho dredge has lln- 
f^ihed Its work, tho level of the 
groimds yet remains all the. way, from 
sl.x inches to a foot below the street 
level, uml tills will have ' to be liUcd 
in before the city will . have fulllllcd 
tho terms of Us agreement. 

In addition to this the city still owes 
the rallwav ccjmpany some D, 000 yards 
of gravel, and this debt it Will shortly 
1)0 called upon tn pay. This 5,000 
vards is tlie balance of 13,000 yards 
whicli it was agreed to give to tho 0. 
P. R. and of which S,000 yards only 
has been handed over. The city Is 
llndiiig it hard enough at the present 
time to get togiahcr enough gravel 
for tlic street work, and it: Is likely to 
prove something of a. strain on the 
atreots department .^to get together tho 
5,000 yardSv^u'dpw'C. P. R. 

Tlio 6fnctals'?of''.the company liad 
originally plailried ' t6 ''get' tho gravel 
from their own pits along the E. & N; 
and to run It into the city over tho 
tracks of the B. C.,.B. Railway com- 
pany. Tho prevailing short:ige has. 
however, precluded any possibility c)C 
getting together ehoiigli ears for this 
purpose, and eonsciiueiuiy tnc com- 
pany has virtually abandoned the 
Idea of supplying Us own gravel, and 
will call for tenders. Announcement 
to this olTect will. It is expected, bo 
madu in tho course of tho next few 
days. ' 

Once tho gravel is all in place, tho 
landscape gardenev(i, wi,il take over the 
grounds. Five thousaiid . yards of 
niacU soil will b6 sectired, and this 
will bo .spread fdi'ffitfko' thii/'basls for 
the future lawjiBBi»n'a;,-jSfl<i\y6lf.;i.beds. 
Onco that ha.vbe6oi;d6n<i.itfiov:wprk of 
laying out the, grounds' will bo pro- 
ceeded with In earliest. The company 
has no.' landscape' gardeners on Its 
pormanont sta,ff, and for this purpose 
it is expected that a skilled man from 
Fnglniul or the United 'States will be 
engaged and the work put entirely in 
his hands. 

To till! landscape gardener will 1)0 
left tlio di-signiiig of details. Certain 
general plans have, however, already 
been formed, and' these will bo 
adliore<l to, forming the skeleton of 
the general scheme. In tho lirst jilaco 
the ground in front of tho hotel will 
bo terraced so as to bring It to a level 
with the top of llie brickwork of the 
foundations, and Just pouching the 
foot of the bolt of granite which en- 
circles the building. < On tho top of 
this terrace will run a. curving drive- 
way, starting at tfto- corner ot Hum- 
boldt and . Governlncnt streets, run- 
ning In a bow across' the front of the 
hotel. Just touching the steps, ami 
passing out at the Belleville street 
corner. A terraced driveway will be 
built leading up to Ihe porte coeliere, 
and passing thence right through the 
grounds to the proposed i)ower house, 
and out Jit the corner of Douglas .T^iid 
Humboldt streets. These will form 
the main driveways, and otlior minor 
footpaths have alap been planned.

Ho at once Introduced the captain to 
tho Hon. Mr. Fisher, .acting mlni&Lcr 
of public works, .speaking strongly in 
advocacy of the necessity for placing 
this furthest western port in a safe 
and satisfactory condition for the 
Pacific trade. 

The- Hon. Mr. Fisher caroCully per- 
used tiie board's memoranda and the 
map submitted by them, together with 
the letters ^of Captain Troup and tlie 
secretary, sottlngi-forth' the actual loss- 
es e.xperlenced In navigating waters so 
full of hidden dangers and dllficuUios. 
The captain enlarged upon these from 
his own e>ipericnco of many years, 
and pointed out that tho port was

An Important step in the progress of 
tho fruitgrowing indiistry . In Kqote 
nay has been resolved^ujpii'n^b^^^ 

directors of the ' koot6na'y'' vrP^ 
Growers' association. They ask for 
the Immediate establishment of a'frult 
inspection and; fumigation station at 
Nelson, says „the Canadian. 

The Kamloops fruitgrowers have 
asked for such a station at Hevol 
stoke. At present tho only one is at 
Vancouver, an unfortunate arrange 
ment since nearly all the nursery 
stock comes from the east or south 
east, and has to go through the town 
to which it- is consigned and then 
back from Vancouver, frequently in- 
volving the delay of a fortnight. All 
tho interior fruitgrowers are agreed 
that such a station should be estab- 
lished at some Interior point. 

It Is contended by the Kootenay 
Fruit GrQwers' asso'ciation that IJeison 
is by far the best point for such a pur- 
pose, being central for East ICootenay, 
Lardcau, Kaslo, Boundarj', the Arrow 
lakes and Columbia river. Besides, its 
communications by rail and steamer 
are so completo that detention of fruit 
and stocic hero \VouId cause no delay 
beyond the time actually required for 
Inspection. 

James Jolmstono, who is going to 
tho coast on a iecturlr.g tour, will en- 
deavor to secure the endorsement of 
the local association's request by tho 
provincial organization, the , Brltlsji 
Columbia Fruit Growers*' association, 
of which he is now president.

The contract 
for one of tlieso liouh^-s has already 
been let to George Mesher, and the 
woric of construction will commence 
at once. Plans for the four others have 
been made, but steps will not be talten 
for their construction ' until tho city 
has definitely decided what Is to be 
done as regards tho straightening of 
the streets in tho neighborhood. 

Tho liouses will have foundations of 
stone or cemont, and will bo fitted up 
in the most modern manner. Tlioy will 
bo two storeys In height and uniform, 
and will, it is calculated, cost In tho 
nelgliborhood of $5,000 each.

LATEST ENGINE OF WAR 

Britis!': Naval Architects Discussing a 
Gas-Propelled, Funnelless Warship 

London, March i\. — British naval 
arcriilectH and engineers arc interest- 
edly dlscussiiiK tlio gas-propelled, fun- 
nelless warship, said to have been de- 
signed by Vlckcrs Son.';, r.nd Maxim. 
Sir William H. White, clilef conslruct- 
or of the British navy, is sceptical as 
to wliether a gas-driven battleship can 
be aclileved. He" doubts the possibility 
of obtaining the necessary Ifi.OOO 
horsepower by this means. The liijjh- 
(>st develoi)nient In tho marine gas en- 
gine thus far has boon 0,000 horsepow- 
(^r. .Sir William believes that tho in- 
ternal combustion engine is the' en- 
gine of the future for general . pur- 
poses, but ho does not see how It can 
bo adapted to warships. Moreover, he 
does not see how stability is to bo 
maintained If tho weight of hollers 
and tho present heavy engines is re- 
moved. It Is further questionable If 
funneif! can be altogether dispensed 
with, as even a gas engine must have 
an air supplier and an exhaust. 

It was slated that Viclcers Sons and 
Maxim, after three years' contlniiou.i 
research woric, lind jjerf ected a ny.s- 
tem of gas machinery for propelling 
ships, tile engine being tho familiar 
Internal explosion type. The firm had 
already designed such a wssel with- 
out funnels. 

While lier dimensions are moder- 
ate, she Is Fpeoillor than any existing 
battleship. She carries a battery 
more powerful than tho Dread- 
nought's, since all her ten guns can 
bo firert on oitlior .beam, and six of 
them ahead or astern.

Montreal star: "McGlU university has: 
never had a .monopoly . in the West, and' 
lias never desired one," said Principal 
Peterson of McGIll today, when shown' 
a despatch from Victoria, B.C., stating 
that at last AIcGiil was to lose Us 
monopoly of higher learning in British 
Columbia, and that the.( gpyeniiine^^^^^ 
would take stops to set aside 'a*'iarg6 
area of Crown lands ffor the endow- 
ment of a Provincial University. 

"With regard to the project of de- 
voting an area of Crown lands to tho 
purpose of a Provincial University, 
that is an old story," the Principal 
continued, "and I can ; only say that 
1 am sure it woiild bo a very good 
thing, if the plan of such a university 
can be realized." [ 

Principal Peterson 'then brierty out-^ 
lined tlie policy of JIcGIII in the west.

, Mr. Peterson pointed out that by 
ylrtue%of.j' the relations at jiresent ex- 
isti%''b'etweeri Vancouver College and 
MoGill! the students of that college 
shared; alorl^ witli tlieir fellow stud- 
ents in Montreal all the bone-'its which 
the prestige of the University might 
be able to cbnfor on them. At tho 
sarrie time, however, they wore under 
hp obllgatlpn ofi attftrtding- MdGlll "Uni- 
versity, and If thoy^^sh'puld have a pre- 
ference for any otlfor university. Its 
doors ouglit t'o lie open toTecolve them 
on equal terms. 

Continuing, Principal Peterson said 
tliat the action -of tlie Brltisli Colum 
bla legislature in the matter was i 
\\ iso one;- andi that" thQ''!;{critlc(sm to 
wlilch It'had been sul?Jfict'-was the re 
suit of a misunderstanding. Th' 
spirit of,- inter-provincial rivalry is a 
dangerous ono for the country, and 
there should lie greater reciprocity 
than now exists belweon the various 
provinces in tho m.tfter of education 
as in other departments of public work. 

Of the intended Provincial Univer- 
sity Principal Petorfion said: 

"There is a general consensus of 
opinion thaj; the resources of British 
Columbia, financial and educational, 
aro not at prcsept adequate to the 
demands which would be involved In 
any attempt nowcto create a Provincial 
University. Thisj-'may be the ultimate 
goal, but the be'st 'liite'resta of higher 
education would- ii'o. prejudiced by any 
attempt to reach -jM permanently. It 
is comparatively easy to create a Uni- 
versity on paper. But such a Uni- 
versity comes inevitably to bo domin- 
ated by the character and aims of the 
colleges which go into partnership 
with It. Those who do not wish to 
exclude the possibility of a Provincial 
University for 13rUish Columbia should 
be glad to think that, when'.the time 
comes for action along such line's there 
will be at least one Collage in tlie pro- 
vince fully-grown and ready to take 
up the work."

Cessation , of Work forbidden i n 
Industries Affecting the 
General Public 



The new Industrial Disputes Inves- 
tigation Act just adopted by tho Houso 
of Commons has only one central prin- 
ciple. Ilblds tho cessation of work 
(whether at tho instance of employer 
or employee) in any Industry directly 
affecting tho general public,, except 
after a formal Investigation by a 
three-ihembered board -under th 
registrar of boards of conciliation and 
Investigation. . This investigation in 
volvos publicity for. tho matters In dls 
puto, and a recommendation of a basis 
of settlement; and it Is hoped that by 
these two means tho possibility 
strikes will bo greatly lessoned. 

There Is no compulsion re(iulring the 
acceptance of this verdict, and after It 
has been rendered either side is free 
to terminate the relations of employer 
and employee as it sees fit. Publicity 
and moral suasion are the only wea- 
pons relied on. 

Tho industries subject to its appll-

Tho enforcing clauses of the Act, by 
which Investigation via :m|^d^ a neces- 
sary prellm'lriary''t6"thb! 'cessation of 
work, are CO, 57, 58, 59 arid 60. 

Clause OG declares It unlawful for any 
employer to lock out or any employee 
to strike prior to or during a reference 
under this Act. But either party may 
strike or lock-out at any time upon 
anyV.dlspute.;. which has .been referred, 
arid on -vvhlcii' either a report with re- 
commendation or a memorandum of 
successful settlement has been sent In 
by tho board— these being tho only two 
ways in which a board can complete 
its duties In regard to the dispute for 
which it Is appointed. 

Clause 67 requires: thIrty->;dayB' no- 
tice of any change of 'employment con- 
ditions by elther-ptirty, and prohibits 
any change during tho pending of a

A "dispute" Is any difference 
between an employer and one or more 
of his employees rela.tlng to work done 
or to be done by either, or to the privi- 
leges, rights and duties of either, to 
wages, to hours of employment and to 
tho employing or refusing '.to, 'employ 
any person or class of porsond; — gen- 
erally, to any known cause Of. labor 
trouble, Including trade' customs and 
the interpretation of agreements. • 
; •■Alivthree members of the > board 
(which Is gencraly' constituted for 
each case) are appointed by tho min- 
ister, but one is appointed on tho re- 
commendation ot each party, and the 
third is recommended by tlie two first. 
If they can agree on a nomination in 
five days. The third Is chairman.' The 
members are sworn before a justice of 
tho peace, and bind themselves not to 
disclose any of the 'evidence brought 
before them, except In the discharge 
of their duty. ; " / 

How to Get -a Board. 
Application for' a board must set 
forth ((1) the parties to the dispute, 
(2) the nature and cause, (3) tho ap- 
proximate number of persons affected, 
(4) the efforts matie towards settle- 
ment by the parties themsolves. The 
essential element Is, however, a statu- 
tory declaratiohtthitl'ifiillng Interven- 
tion, to the best 'ot"the 'knowledge and 
belief of the declarant, a lockout - or 
strike \v'ill bo declared, and that tho 
necessary authority to declare such 
has been obtained. ^ 

If made by a trade union the appli- 
cation must be signed by two officers 
duly authorized by a majority vote of 
a meeting called on three days' notice 
to discuss the tiuestlon. In the cUao of 
non-unionized employees any two 
members authorized by a similar 
meeting may sign. The application 
must be sent by registered' letter to the 
registrar ot boards of conciliation and 
InvestJ^atloii, Department of Labor, 
Ottawa. Tjlic applicant must also send 
a copy ot the application and accom- 
panying declarations to the other par- 
ty to tho dispute. The second party 
shall, immediately on receiving this 
copy, 'send a reply statement to the 
registrar, arid, to the applicant. If one 
party be unorganI'<5ed employers, and 
no two persons have been authorized 
to represent them, the statement of 
the first party shall be sent to ten of 
their number. 

What Board Can Do. 
No board Will be appointed under at 
least ton employees are affected. Tho 
powers of tho board as to summoning 
witnesses and requiring documents are 
those of any civil court ot record. The 
board may make such adjournments 
as It sees fit, and shall finally, if set- 
tlement Is not reacnod In tlie mean- 
time, make a full report to the Minis- 
ter, which win at onco bo published 
In the Labor Gazette. ■ 

Witnesses receive the customary cx- 
ponso aliowanco in vogue In tho pro- 
vince, and in cases of railway disputes 
witnesses shall be carried free upon 
any railway between their homes and 
tho place of sitting of tho board. 

The parties to the reference are to' 
bo represented before' the boards by 
three persons or less, or by counsel or 
solicitor If both parties and tho board 
consent. The board may direct that 
proceodlngfl' be hold In private. 

Moderate Pay. for Boards. 
A moderate rate of pay Is provided 
■for tho board — theso and all other 
costs under the list being defrayed by 
tho Department of Labor. Thfs chair- 
man gets $20 'for ft whole dajf's .sitting,
